a. It would not be necessary to obtain a policy decision 
from th e BBC relating to the release of CCH's to 
1 (CBCIB 2/20), since, regardless of the 
applica bility of the NSC decision in the case of 

| cotaaml cation security, there was no dissent 
in the Board to such release at its meeting of 
15 July 1952 . 



b. Although it Is recognized that it would be desirable 
to have a well-considered policy cn the question of 
COHORT versus CCM3EC, it is felt that such a policy 
should be developed on an ad hoc basis, considering 
each case on its merits. In order to do this, it 
will not be necessary to secure a general policy 
decision from the BSC; instead, the following 
procedure appears to be adequate: 

(l) In each case arising before CSOIB Involving a 
question of CCWHT versus CdfSBC, the Board 
should be requested to consider this issue and, 
for that purpose, all necessary preliminary 
studies and recoanendations should be made. 

In the event that OBCIB unanimously agrees 
that CCKEST or CQK3ESC is paramount in the 
particular case, there will be no necessity 
far a policy decision by BBC. 
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(2) Where there I s an y disagreement la UBCX8 as 

to whether CCtQBT or CGK3EC should, he paramount 
In a particular case, it will be appropriate 
to reqjuest the BSC to resolve this issue. 

3* Subsequently, following the TJSCXB meeting on 12 September 
1952 , X co nv e y ed. General Smith's views to General Canine and it was 
agreed that the procedure suggested by General Smith would be 
followed. Accordingly, there is no need for an ESC policy decision 
on Q3CXB 2 / 30 , but, in each future situation involving an issue 
between CCMOT and CGM9BC, ouch issue will be determined in the 
first instance by OBCXB sad, lacking unanimity in USCIB. by the BSC.
